Ford Asks Permanent Tax Cut 


FORD EXPLAINS MOVE 


(UPI) 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford has asked Congress 


to permanently lower individual and business income taxes by 
nearly $28 billion, including a boost in the personal exemption 
to $1,000 that would help save the average, middle-class 
taxpayer more than $200. 


But Ford insisted the tax cuts be accompanied by sharp 


reductions in federal spending to offset the loss of revenue, 
under threat of presidential veto. 


Presidential aides said The main effect of Ford's plan to 


extend and broaden tax reductions that went into effect earlier 
this year would be to cut the average, middle-class family's 
federal tax bill by more than S200 next year. Ford proposed 
to increase the personal exemption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
dependents. Now the exemption is S750. 


Ford's plan also would set a standard deduction of $2,500 


regardless of income and reduce tax rates in low and moderate 
income brackets. 


For business, Ford proposed a reduction of the maximum tax 


on profits from 48 to 46 percent, reduced rates on the first 
$50,000 of profits, an increase in the investment tax credit to 
10 percent and a variety of tax breaks for electric utilities and 
their stockholders. 


House Ways and Means Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore., 


dismissed as a "mirage" Ford's plan to tie the tax cut package 
to a federal spending ceiling. 


But Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott said Ford's 


proposal "is good news." He added Congress "can earn this 
reduction for the taxpayers by accepting the fact that spending 
has got to be curtailed." 


Ullman's committee is expected to complete work later today 


or Wednesday on a Democratic-sponsored tax cut package that 
would ignore any accompanying reduction in federal spending. 
The differing philosophies would make the Democratic bill a 
candidate for a presidential veto. 


In a radio and television address Monday night which two 


of the three commercial television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said: 


"We must recognize that cutting taxes is only half the 


answer. If we cut only taxes, but do not cut the growth of 
government spending, budget deficits will continue to climb, 
the federal government will continue to borrow too much money 
from the private sector, we will have more inflation, and 
ultimately we will have more unemployment. Substantial cuts 
in your taxes must be tied to substantial cuts in the growth 
oi government spending." 


According to data released by the White House, Ford's plan 


would mean an extra $126 to an average family of four making 
$7,000 a year, $224 to that same family if it made $10,000, $287 


at the $15.000 level. $330 at $25.000, going up to $390 at the 
$50,000 income level. 


Ford's business tax cuts would include a cut in the corporate 


tax rate from 48 percent down to 46 percent and continue the 
current 10 percent investment tax credit as an incentive for 
investment in new plants and materials. Special tax incentives 
would go to electric utilities, which have had trouble attracting 
expansion capital 


Overall, Ford's bill would amount to $20.7 billion in cuts for 


individuals, $8 billion greater than current one-year cuts, and 
$7 billion in business tax cuts. $3 billion more than the current 
breaks. 


Specifically, these were Ford's proposals as they would affect 


individuals: 


— Increase the personal exemption from $750 to $1.000 for 


the taxpayer and each dependent. However, this replaces a $30 
per taxpayer credit passed in March and in effect only for this 
vear 


-— Replace the standard deduction, now 16 percent of total 


income for those who do not itemize their deductions, with a 
fiat reduction of $1,800 lor single persons and $2.500 for married 
couples The maximum deduction is now more than that — 
$2.300 for single persons and $2,600 for couples. 


Lawmakers to Act on Welfare Reform

KINGSTON 


Ulster 
County 
legislators, 


Republicans and 
Democrats 


alike, alarmed at the ever in- 
creasing cost of welfare, have 
decided to act to put a halt to 
the huge expenditures man- 
dated by the state and federal 
government. 


On recommendation of the 


county's social services com- 
mittee, the board will be vot- 
ing tonight on a 12-point pro- 
posal for reform 


And, the board will also con- 


sider what the fiscal impact 
would be if Ulster County 
withdrew from the federal wel- 
fare system, going it alone 
without the mandates which 
drive up welfare expenditures. 


The action has been trig- 


gered not only by huge welfare 
deficits this year totaling $3.5 
million but by revelations of 
state and federally mandated 
practices which dip deeper 


and deeper into the taxpayer's 
pockets. 


A case in point: 
• A Mrs. R. and five children 


have total needs of $523 a 
month. Mrs. R. has earnings of 
$696.80 a month but she re- 
ceives a grant of $213 per 
month plus food stamps and 
medicaid. 


Why9 


Because the first $30 plus 


one-third of the balance of 
gross 
earnings 
is exempt. 


There is no ceiling on this 
exemption or a time limit. In 
this case it represents $252.26 
or $60 a week that is "totally 
disregarded." In addition, fed- 
eral and state income taxes 
and social security are dis- 
regarded and transportation is 
paid as well as a lunch allow- 
ance.

Dist.5) majority leader of the 
county legislature and chair-

Manhattan Drama Ends in Arrest 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A barefoot gunman who held up to 


10 hostages in a Manhattan bank and demanded $10 million 
in gold and the release of Patricia Hearst was arrested Monday 
night by police who sneaked through the bank's rear door. 


Police said the three hostages — still at gunpoint when the 


man was arrested — were unharmed. Earlier, the suspect 
released seven other captives, two in exchange for a six-pack 
of beer and some roest beef sandwiches provided by police. 


The gunman, who sounded confused, originally demanded 


$10 million in gold and the release of Miss Hearst. He also 
called for the release of William and Emily Harris and "the 
Oriental woman," — presumably Wendy Yoshimura — all 
Symbionese Liberation Army members arrested in San Fran- 
cisco last month. 


Police Officer Richard Seaberg, a member of the Emergency 


Service Squad, said the gunman was arrested after the hostages 
signaled police peeking through the buck door that he was 
falling asleep. 


"As they (the hostages) made their move we made ours," 


Seaberg said. "We hit the door and the hostages picked up the 
guns and handed them to us. He was taken completely by 
surprise." 


The man. who called himself "Cat" in telephone conversa- 


tions with police and UPI. originally said — then denied — he 
was a member of the SLA which kidnaped Miss Hearst in 
February 1974. 


The suspect, identified as Ra\ Olson, 23, <,f Merrick, N.Y. 


was arrested shortly before 11:15 p.m. EOT — eight hours after 
he walked into the Bankers Trust Co. branch office in 
Greenwich Village, armed with a sawed off rifle and a .38- 
caliber revolver and told employes and customers to lie down. 


He was charged with kidnaping, attempted murder, at- 


tempted robbery, possession of a loaded firearm and reckless 
endangerment. He allegedly fired one shot, for no apparent 
reason, but no one was injured. 


In the telephone conversation with UPI, Olson, claiming two 


persons were involved in the takeover of the bank, said: "If they 
don't give me what I want I'm going to blow my brains out. 


"Tell them we want Patty Hearst out We want the Harrises 


out. We want the Oriental girl out. Also, we want $10 million 
in gold. Maybe we'll take le^s, that's what we want now." 


Two hours after the takeover, Olson released the bank's 


assistant manager and two customers, police .said. About 7:30 
p.m., he released two tellers and, an hour after that, a teller 
and a customer in exchange for the beer and food.

Beame must present a three- 


year financial outline today to 
the Emergency Financial Con- 
trol Board, the state-domi- 
nated agency set up to review 
city finances under a $2.3 
billion plan designed to save 
New York City from default 
through early December. 


Beame made the wage freeze 


suggestions Monday to city- 
legislative 
leaders, 
but 
a 


spokesman for Beame said the 
proposals 
were 
still being 


formulated and did not repre- 
sent final positions. 


The mayor must give the 


state control board a finaj plan 
by Oct. 15. It has until Oct 22 
to review the plan and make 
changes. 


Mayoral spokesman Sidney 


Frigand said the wage freeze 
was proposed as an effort to 
lessen the number of city em- 
ployes that would have to be 
laid off. He said it was uncer- 
tain how many layoffs might 
occur even with the wage 
freeze, speculating the number 
could be "sizeable." 


Part of the plan also calls for 


accelerated 
attrition of city 


employes. Frigand said "the 
unions will cooperate with 
this, we understand." 


"The key to this plan," Frig- 


and said, "is the assumption 
that wage levels frozen now 
would be retained for a three- 
year period. There is no room 
for increments or cost of living 
adjustments." 


Frigand said the thrust of 


the three-year plan would in- 
clude an "orderly process to 
avoid serious disruption of es- 
sential services." 


The spokesman said Beame 


would order a halt to all new 
construction contracts "begin- 
ning tomorrow.' 
He added 


that this would probably in- 
clude new contracts on pro- 
jects already underway.

on a warrant in Agawam, 
Mass., by Hurley State Police 
BCI investigators and was re- 
turned to Ulster County after 
waiving extradition. 


Appearing for arraignment

J. Mino Monday, Mrs. Finch, 
represented by Attorney Alan 
S. Zwiobel, pleaded innocent 
and was remanded to the Ul- 
ster 
County 
Jail 
pending 


further court action. 


According to authorities, the 


felony charge against Mrs. 
Finch stems from the alleged 
possession of LSD. The charge 
carries a minimum prison sen- 
tence of six years to life and a 
maximum sentence of eight 
and one-third years to life 
upon conviction. 


Arlington Arthur Finch, 28, 


was sentenced to the max- 
imum prison term on a charge 
of second 
degree 
criminal 


possession of a controlled sub- 
stance following a trial in Ul- 
ster County Court last June. 


He was also found guilty on 


two counts of fifth degree drug 
possession, for which he re- 
ceived lesser sentences. 


During Finch's trial more 


than 7,000 "hits" of LSD, 14 
pounds 
of marijuana 
and 


quantities of other drugs were 
introduced into evidence. 


Finch was arrested last No- 


vember following a major un- 
dercover investigation by state 
police and the district 
attorney's office into the illegal 
sale of marijuana, LSD and 
other drugs at Onteora High 
School. 


At the time of Finch's arrest, 


a reliable police source said it 
appeared he may have been 
doing as much as $500,000 a 
year in business in illicit drug 
sales.

statement that it was "very 
rare" for a village the size of 
Saugerlies to spend more than 
$4,000 for an audit.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Loath To Give Up Federal Salaries 


By Jack Anderson with Les Whitten 


WASHINGTON — The infamous House UnAmerican Ac- 


tivities Committee, whose witch hunts terrorized Washington 
in the 1940s, simply won't let go of the public purse strings. 


This was the committee that made Richard Nixon, as a young 


communist hunter, a national figure. But because of its 
irresponsible tactics, the committee became badly discredited. 


At first, its members merely changed the name to the House 


Internal Security Committee and dressed it in sheep's clothes. 
But this didn't fool the public. So the House voted last January 
to disband the committee altogether. 


Thus the committee disappeared, presto, from public view, 


unblessed and unmourned. But its staff and its files remained 
behind.

The traditional market mechanism, according to 


the classic theories of economics, operates to reduce 
prices when demand lowers. Yet the puzzlement in 
these difficult economic times is that even though 
demand is down prices continue to climb. Steel is 
a prime example. 


With the expiration of government controls last 


year steel prices escalated 30 percent as compared 
with a 17 percent rise for all industrial prices. Yet 
this year, due to the recession, the needs for steel 
have dipped 30 per cent yet the prices hasn't 
lowered at all. 


In fact, the steel industry is raising prices on rail 


and pipe affecting auto manufacturers, appliance 
firms and the hard pressed housing industry. These 
uncalled for increases have brought howls of protest 
from President Ford's Council on Wage and Price 
Stability whose report pointed out that the steel 
industry has had a long history of administered, 
rather than competitive pricing since the beginning 
of the century. The report further stated that the 
steel industry's past price increases are more than 
adequate to cover additional cost increases and still 
provide sufficient funds needed to finance growth 
and modernization. 


Naturally, because of these rising costs, the 


nation's manufacturers have been turning increas- 
ingly to imported steel, much to the chagrin of our 
domestic steelmakers. Yet, the U.S. Steel Corp is 
urging the government to impose extra duties on 
imported steel to price it out of the American 
market. 


This is a case of having your cake and wanting to 


eat it, too. The competition from efficient steel 
makers in Europe and Japan is one of the main 
factors from keeping domestic steel from costing 
even more. This competition is a weapon against 
inflation, and if any price stability is to be achieved 
it is through an open market. 


What the steel boys want is for the government 


to protect them while they contribute to inflation.

primary purpose of this program is the

WASHINGTON — Far from 


signaling congressional aban- 
donment of its grabs for for- 
eign policy, the remarkably 
solid vote in the House late 
Thursday restoring arms aid to 
Turkey was a case apart: a 
product of intense lobbying

With Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger keeping dis- 
creetly in the background, it 
was Gerald Ford who turned 


the tide on Turkish aid. But 
the President's glittering array 
of lobbying tools detract from 
the significance of the vote. 


Tool No. 1: In a private Oval 


Office huddle last Monday 
with Peter Agris, publisher of 
the Hellenic Chronicle in Bos- 
ton (probably the most in- 
fluential Greek-American 
newspaper), Mr. Ford made 
the national security argument 
so persuasively that Agris 
postponed his return to Bos- 
ton. He stayed here, trans- 
m i t t i n g the President's 
message to Capitol Hill. 


Tool No. 2: Feeling com- 


pelled to veto a $100 million 
tobacco price support bill the 
day before the Turkish aid 
vote, Mr. Ford quietly ordered 
the Agriculture Department to 
allocate $15 million worth of 
extra tobacco purchases under 
Public Law 480. That unan- 


nounced action diluted tobac- 
co state fury over the veto. 


Tool No. 3: To drive home 


his point that the Turkish aid- 
ban has endangered the North 
Atlantic Alliance (NATO) in 
the eastern Mediterranean, 
Mr. Ford ordered NATO Am- 
bassador David Bruce here 
from Brussels to talk turkey to 
fence-sitting House members. 


The success of these presi- 


dential tools, after humiliating 
failure in the vote last August, 
has produced a vague euphoria 
in high quarters here: that the 
White House has turned the 
tables on a Democratic Con- 
gress insatiable in its en- 
croachment upon traditional 
foreign policy preserves of the 
executive. 


In fact, nothing could be 


farther from the truth. 


The Turkish arms embargo

It is now overwhelming the

If It Moves, Subsidize It 


WASHINGTON—After much nudging, Secretary 


of Transportation William Coleman Jr. has brought 
forth a "Statement of National Transportation 
Policy." Quick reflexes and a high tolerance for 
ambiguity and contradiction were needed for pre- 
paring a document on this topic when one's boss, 
the Father of the Year in the White House, is 
emitting an undifferentiated howl against Federal 
regulation, participation or decision-making having 
anything to do with transport. 


The idea is abroad that a strong shot of unfettered 


private enterprise can fix anything that might ail 
wing or wheel. That's one of the reasons Congress 
is taking so much time deciding what to do with the 
bankrupt northeastern railroads. They're trying to 
figure out how to pump a couple of billion dollars 
in without looking like they're saving the banks and 
the bondholders again, and at the same time avoid 
the appearance of any government voice in the 
management in return for the money. That would 
smack of nationalization. 


Many of the victims, that is the businessmen in 


the affected industries, who are to be liberated from 
government regulation are murmuring that chains 
and slavery aren't half-bad. They are dismissed as 
special-interest subsidy seekers, although it is pos- 
sible to have an ex parte interest and make sense 
too. 


From 1806, when Congress voted to build the 


National Road from Cumberland, Md., to St. Louis, 
the government has been subsidizing, planning and 
guiding transportation in one fashion or another. 
The structure of all these transport industries is ao 
interwoven with and dependent on government 
activity that the establishment of pure' private 
enterprise could not be realized in less than a 
generation without risking furious shambles. 


If the speech writers in the White House don't 


know this, Mr. Coleman does, and that's why he 
carefully specifies he favors "reform of the Federal 


regulatory process—not deregulation . . . We must 
realize that financial commitments have been made 
under existing regulatory ground rules and we 
should be cautious in the application of theoretical 
solutions." 


You can take it to mean that by "theoretical 


solutions" he's talking about abandoning the 
planned, collusive protection afforded by the gov- 
ernment in favor of a blind leap into what could be 
"the chaos of predatory competition," to lift a 
phrase from Mr. Coleman's statement. In other 
words, he's aware that the railroad industry's 
penchant for going broke goes back far before Penn 
Central and modern regulation. 


Greed, the vicissitudes of the business cycle and 


overcapacity has gotten the railroad industry in 
trouble time and time again. In the early 1890's a 
quarter of the trackage in the country was in 
receivership. And talk about the Penn Central! The 
Erie didn't pay a dividend on its common stock from 
1895 to 1942. If the accounts in the history books 
are right, the deterioration of the roadbeds and lack 
of maintenance of Wabash now is no worse than 
what happened to the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford after J. P. Morgan got finished with it in 
the first decade of the century. 


The American maritime industry hasn't been able 


to compete on its own with foreign carriers for the 
best part of a hundred years, while the fear is today 
that two years of deregulation would put half the 
domestic airline industry into the bankruptcy 
courts. Mr. Coleman remarks that going broke is a 
way of "weeding out the inefficient," but the major 
thrust of his policy statement is to continue sub- 
sidies, price fixing and the government elimination 
of as much risk as possible for the industries 
involved. 


Prudence can carry you too far, Mr, Coleman'a 


concern about the disruptions of change have 


trapped him into a costly stand-patism. Good, 
conservative, corporate liberal that he is, the Secre- 
tary would smooth out the more obvious absurdities, 
prune off the more ludicrous regulatory anomalies 
and adjust the subsidies to make them more 
equitable. 


The trouble is that we not only have more 


transportation capacity than we can use, but also 
viable competition between modes of transport can't 
be achieved since some can carry goods and people 
cheaper than others. It's necessary to choose, 
everything. He's for rapid transit but he's also for 
driving to work. He's for barges, trucks, railroads, 
all of them, buses, bikes, balloons and hang gliders. 


He knows bulk commodities like grain and iron 


ore can be shipped by barge much cheaper than by 
rail. It stands to reason that barge traffic be given 
preference and the railroads be told that if they 
want to compete they get no help from Washington. 
The Secretary doesn't want to make that choice. 


The direction he's heading in will be to provide 


'us with about three complete national transporta- 
tion systems, all losing money, all living off sub- 
sidies. It would be better to endure the shocks of 
government withdrawal and the risks of free-market 
competition. 


Mr. Coleman seems to think the government role 


should be confined to insuring the companies make 
profits and the public gets good, safe service. That 
might have been enough once, but now for the 
money it's putting in the government must make 
the policy decisions that you get to make when you 
are bankrolling something. That ought to be in the 
direction of one healthy transportation system 
within which the rlifferent modes of transport 
supplement each other. If we're going to have 
corporate socialism, lot Mr. Coleman admit it and 
run it right.

That 
would simply underline the 
harsh fact that Thursday's 
vote, far from a watershed, was 
a congressional aberration re", 
suiting from unique president 
tial pressure. The struggle for 
control of U.S. foreign policjr 
will get worse before it gets any 
better.

Are the Cowboys 
Really Rebuilding? 


PONTIAC, Mich. (UPI) — The Dallas Cowboys are sup- 


posedly in a rebuilding phase but they still look every bit as 
finished as the Detroit Lions' new stadium. 


Coach Tom Landry's team, still one of five National Football 


League clubs without a loss, inaugurated the Lions' 855.7 
million domed playing palace Monday night with a 36-10 
defeating of fired-up Detroit. 


A near capacity crowd of 79,784 came out to see the game 


and the new football showplace. The inflated Teflon-coated 
fiberglass roof, held up by 29 blowers rimming the stadium, 
made sound as much of a captive as the air is. 


The treat of playing the first regular season game in the 


largest covered football stadium in the country plus the roaring 
of the audience charged Detroit up. The Lions played with 
Super Bowl emotion. 


Dallas looked in Super Bowl form playing m a stadium that 


would be worthy of pro football's top game and it did it against 
a Detroit team that had been pretty surprising itself in winning 
its first two games of the season. 


The Cowboys trailed 10-9 early in the third quarter when 


second-year running back Charles Young and wide receiver 
Drew Pearson exploded for two touchdowns apiece. 


II you asked quarterback Greg Landry of the Lions today he'd 


probably tell you that although the stadium was finished, the 
Dallas defense did a little reconstruction work on him. 


Rookie Randy White and Harvey Martin led a Cowboy 


defense- that sacked Landry 11 times for 84 yards in losses. 
Landry only passed for 85 yards and Bill Munson, who got into 
the game after it was decided, added 26 yards to that to give 
the Lions a net passing yardage figure of just 27 


"It's amazing we're still unbeaten," Coach Tom Landry of 


Dallas said, "considering we're in a transitional phase with so 
many new fellows. The veterans are keeping us going." 


"We attacked them well early," Coach Rick Forzano said, 


"and we held them well until that bad pass from center. That 
was the turning point." 


The bad snap was on a punting situation to Herman Weaver 


hut the Detroit punter had to pick the ball up and run with 
it. He was dropped for a 10-yard loss on the Lions' 33 


Drew Pearson caught a 30-yard pass from quarterback Roger 


Staubach and one play later Young bulled over from the one 
with 3:03 remaining in the third quarter to put Dallas back in 
front, 15-10, even though Toni Fritsch's extra-point try was 
wide to the left. 


Young ripped off a 39-yard run to end the period the next 


time Dallas got the ball and opened the fourth with a two-juggle 
catch of a Staubach pass. That play went 42 yards for a score 
eight seconds into the final period. 


Dallas got a play from street football to get its next 


touchdown. Back Robert Newhouse sucked the defense in with 
a fake sweep around right end and lofted a pass to Drew 
Pearson, who was probably the only person in the 80,638-seat 
stadium that was alone at that time. 


Drew Pearson made it a 46-yard score on that play and came 


back to grab a pass tipped in the end zone by cornerback Levi 
Johnson of Detroit for a 37-yard touchdown. That ended 
Slaubach's night with an ll-for-18 performance good for 212 
vards. 


"Their stunting defense early took the run away from us," 


"In the second half we decided we 
had to go for the big play. There were some fantastic catches 
h\ (Drew) Pearson.

Court Rejects Appeals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme Court has rejected 


without comment the appeals of Forrest Gerry Jr. und 
Richard Pern, convicted of bribing harness racing drivers 
at New York1* Yonkers and Roosevelt tracks. 


The decision came Monday. 
Gerry, uhom the government called the "mastermind" of 


the race fixing deals, was sentenced to four years in prison 
and fined 520,000 after an 11-week triul in 197-1. 


Perry was sentenced to 2': years in prison and fined 


SI 0.000. 


The government churged that drivers were bribed to 


finish in fifth place or lower so that Gerry could place bets 
on top finishers in the "superfecta" with better odds of 
winning. 


Evidence indicated Gerry's betting ring netted SI million 


bv fixing 
l.'i superfecta races at Yonkers und Roosevelt 


bc-t\\et-n Jan. 21 and April 13, 1973. 


In a superfecta, a bettor must pick the first four finishers 


in exact order to collect. This form of betting has since been 
discontinued at the New York tracks.

West Point Honor Code Is Upheld 


NASSAU, The 
Bahamas 


(UPI) - The Bahamian gov- 
ernment has granted a last- 
minute stay in the execution of 
a young American who said 
God ordered him to kill three 
U.S. tourists for being "angels 
of Lucifer." 


The Ministry of Home Af- 


fairs announced the indefinite 
stay Monday night, only hours 
before Michiah Shobek, a 22- 
year-old Milwaukee song- 
writer, was to have been 
hanged at Fox Hill Prison. 


A ministry spokesman said 


the order was granted in re- 
sponse to petitions by 
Shobek's lawyers, American 
Ambassador Seymour Weiss 
and several U.S. congressmen. 


A Bahamian court con- 


demned Shobek to death for 
the Jan. 17, 1974, slaying of 
Irwin Bornstein, a 44-year-old 
Oceanside, N.Y., accountant. 
He was accused of killing two 
other Americans, but only 
tried for the Bornstein murder. 


"God, my father, told me 


who to destroy in Nassau," 
Shobek told the 12-member 
jury during his May, 1974, 
trial. 


The 5-foot-4 defendant, who 


had been scheduled to die at 8 
a.m. today, testified he killed 
the three slain tourists because 


"they were angels of Lucifer." 


Shobek, who said he came to 


the Bahamas with $5,000 in- 
herited from his father, has 
been on death row since Sept. 
26, when the Bahamian Ad- 
visory Committee on the Pre- 
rogative of Mercy ruled 
against life imprisonment. 


Murder in the Bahamas car- 


ries an automatic death sen- 
tence unless the committee 
recommends mercy. 


"Nobody likes to hang peo- 


ple, but we find it necessary1 to 
do it on certain occasions 
where vicious crimes are in- 
volved," government spokes- 
man Cyril Stevenson said. "If 
we didn't hang people occa- 
sionally, the society would fall 
apart." 


Bornstein was found stabbed 


to death on a remote beach in 
the Bahamas. The other vic- 
tims were Ohio lawyer Paul 
Howell and Kate Smith, a 17- 
year-old Detroit schoolgirl. 


Bahamian officials said the 


last Americans to be hanged in 
the islands were two men con- 
victed of killing a charter boat 
captain 14 years ago. 


Earlier, Shobek's mother, 


Juanita Spencer, had accused 
the U.S. government of failing 
to do enough to stop the execu- 
tion. 


"1 don't blame Nassau one 


bit," she said in Milwaukee. 
''It's the Americans that are 
killing Michiah. I was waiting 
for the government to do some- 
thing, and they didn't."

Police "wonder dogs" 


trained to detect explosives 
sniffed bushes all along the 
royal couple's route through 
Manhattan's streets. 


Secret Service agents and 


uniformed police, concerned 
over Saturday's arrest of a 
New York couple suspected of 
p l o t t i n g 
to assasinate 


Hirohito, were out in force. 


But when the imperial cou- 


ple got up to leave the mansion 
at the end of the lunch, Em- 
press Nagako's elegant beige 
silk coat appeared to have dis- 
appeared. 


"It must be upstairs...no 


downstairs," a dozen confused 
city officials shouted, racing 
up and down the mansion 
staircase. "Where is the coat? 
Where is the coat?" 


The empress remained in- 


scrutable throughout the affair 
and calmly left without the 
coat. 


Beame made light of the 


incident and said he would 
send her another if the coat 
could not be found. 


But it wasn't necessary. The 


coat finally turned up — in the 
hands of the empress' lady-in- 
waiting. 


Japanese sources said the 


lady-in-waiting had been car- 
rying the coat all the time. She 
didn't understand English and 
had no idea, what all the 
hullabaloo was about, 
the 


sources said. 


Later, Mayor Beame was 


asked if he had discussed New 
York City's financial trouble 
with Hirohito. "I didn't want 
to spoil 
his day," 
Beame 


quipped. 


With their 15-day U.S. visit 


drawing to an end, the em- 
peror and empress head for 
Chicago today. Aides said 
Hirohito hopes to tour an

Midwest visit. 


Earlier Monday, the royal

MANILA, The Philippines 


(UPI) — A young "mentally 
unstable" 
Filipino who hi- 


jacked a Philippine jetliner 
with 70 persons aboard and 
demanded passage to Libya 
surrendered 
to military au- 


thorities at Manila airport to- 
day. 


Authorities tentatively iden- 


tified the suspect as Canislo 
Morales, about 23. They said 
he emerged from the plane and 
gave himself up to Maj. Gen. 
Fidel Ramos, chief of the Phil- 
ippine national police. 


Ramos described the suspect 


as a "mentally unstable per- 
son acting under great duress, 
perhaps because of great fami- 
ly problems," apparently deal- 
ing with the kidnaping of his 
daughter. 


He was i m m e d i a t e l y 


whisked 
away 
to 
an 
un- 


disclosed area in the airport. 


All 65 passengers —includ- 


ing three Americans — and 
five crew members aboard the 
plane were unharmed. 


The 
surrender ended 
an 


eight-hour drama that un- 
folded 
when a young man 


dressed in blue jeans, bran- 
dishing a pistol and a hand 


grenade, commandeered a 
Philippines Airline BAC 111 
shortly before it was to land at 
Manila on a 500-mile domestic 
flight from Davao in the south- 
ern Philippines. 


He demanded the plane be 


r e f u e l e d 
and 
flown to 


Benghazi, Libya. 


Once on the ground at Ma- 


nila, the hijacker began releas- 
ing passengers from the 
British-built aircraft. Before 
giving up, he released 43, in- 
cluding the Americans. 


Ramos 
said 
one of the 


hijacker's reported complaints 
was an unsolved kidnaping in- 
volving his daughter. Ramos 
said authorities were looking 
into the case. 


However, he said the govern- 


ment promised no amnesty to 
the hijacker. 


Ramos said negotiations 


with the hijacker were "A 
touch and go thing for a while. 
You might describe it as a 
battle of nerves." 


At one point, the airlines

Court to Act on Abortion 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 


The Supreme Court is ex- 
pected to put to rest in the 
next few months nationwide 
disputes over state abortion 
laws enacted after the court 
sharply limited state regu- 
lation of abortions in 1973. 


The justices agreed Monday 


to review a complex Missouri 
law which, among many pro- 
visions, requires consent ol the 
woman's husband for an abor- 
tion and parental consent if 
she is unmarried and under 18. 


These provisions are com- 


mon among recently enacted 
laws but have been upheld by 
lower courts only in the Mis- 
souri case. 


In an avalanche of orders on 


the opening day of its 1975-76 
term, the court agreed to ex- 
amine the Watergate-inspired 
1974 
Election 
Reform Act, 


which limits amounts con- 
tributors may give and can- 
didates may spend, and pro- 


vides lor public financing of 
presidential elections. Argu- 
ments are scheduled lor Nov. 
10. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals 


here upheld the statute vir- 
tually intact. It has 
been 


challenged by an assortment of 
independents and civil liber- 
ties groups 


Among the other issues the 


justices took on: 


— Does the Constitution, bar 


discharge ol non-civil service 
employes lor purely political 
reasons? 


— Can a prosecutor suggest 


an inference ol guilt to a jury 
when a defendant has taken 
advantage of his right to re- 
main silent and request an 
attorney during questioning by 
police. 


The abortion case is the sec- 


ond one from Missouri now 
before the high court on this 
subject.

Probe to Determine 
Intelligence Worth 


'WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
House select committee called 
witnesses to an open hearing 
today to find out how good 
American intelligence has 
been in politically troubled 
Portugal. 


The committee wants to de- 


termine what warning Ameri- 
can intelligence groups gave 
the administration before the 
March, 1974 series of coups 
and countercoups that re- 
sulted in a leftist takeover, 
and also whether American 
intelligence is providing finan- 
cial or other support to fac- 
tions there. 
' Four officials from various 
intelligence branches were 
scheduled to appear as wit- 
nesses in the session. 


•The committee, headed by 


Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y,", 
already has produced evidence 
that 
American 
intelligence 


was faulty in forecasting the 
massive Communist Tet of- 
fensive in Vietnam in 1968, the 
outbreak of the Arab-Israeli 
war in 1973, and the Cyprus 
coup and Turkish invasion of 
that Mediterranean island in 
1974. 


U.S. 
intelligence 
officials 


earlier this year contended the 
Soviets were pouring up to $10 
million a month into Portugal 
to support Communist and lef- 
tist factions, and there have 
been reports the United States 
has supplied a like amount of 
financial support to anti-Com- 
munist factions, channeling it 
through Western European al- 
lies. 


The first brief military re- 


bellion erupted in Portugal 
March 16,1974, but was quick- 
ly put down. 


Then on April 25, rebel army 


officers calling themselves the 
Movement of Armed Forces 
took control of the govern- 
ment, toppling the regime of 
Premier 
Marcello Caetano. 


But for more than a year since 
then, the situation has been 
volatile. 


Stuart Nash Scott, a former 


New York lawyer appointed 
Ambassador to Portugal by 
former President 
Nixon in 


January, 1974, was replaced 
abruptly last November by ca- 
reer diplomat Frank Carlucci 
after an inspection in Lisbon 
by Lt. Gen. Vernon Walters, 
deputy CIA director. 


The Senate Intelligence 


Commmittee meanwhile was 
meeting in executive session to 
prepare for public hearings be- 
ginning Wednesday on the 
code-breaking National Secur- 
ity Agency, the most secret of 
all the dozen U.S intelligence 
branches. 


agreed to rule on whether two 
doctors can challenge a state 
law barring welfare payments 
for abortions not medically 
necessary. 


The case accepted Monday 


was started by the Planned 
Parenthood of Central Mis- 
souri and two doctors. Planned 
Parenthood takes the position 
that neither the woman's hus- 
band nor her parents have any 
legal rights so far as an unborn 
child is concerned.

NEWPORT, Ore. (UH) - 


Hubert Reubin left behind his 
accordion and 10 acres, Ro- 
berta gave up her guitar, Steve 
his drums and Greg just left. 
They gave all their possessions 
to .JoAnn and went to follow a 
mysterious couple who held 
the promise of a better life on 
another planet. 


"1 have enough instruments 


for a band," said JoAnn, living 
in Reubin's rundown shack 
near the Oregon coast. "All I 
need is people." 


JoAnn, who refused to give 


her last name, says she is 
"holding everything together" 
lor the four persons, among the 
15 to 20 persons who vanished 
after a meeting conducted by 
the couple in Waldport, Ore. 


JoAnn said she was tempted 


to go too, but "I just couldn't 
leave my son." 


She said Reubin, a balding,

signed

shack and 10 acres in the hills 
east of Waldport to her. She 
said also he gave his half in- 
terest in another house to the 
co-owner. 


JoAnn held a postcard and a 


letter she said Reubin sent her 
after he left about Sept. 19. 


"It's real," the letter said. 


"It's the Second Coming. We 
don't know yet what's next. 
The mountains are nice. We 
are all going home." 


The postcard appeared to 


have been postmarked in Ore- 
gon. The letter received later 
appeared to be postmarked in 
Colorado, but no city could be 
determined in either case. 


JoAnn said Reubin did not 


tell her where he was going and 
she does not know where he is, 
although she said she expected 
him to return in three months. 


She said Reubin is "not 


crazy, not insane, not easily 
taken in." 


"None of these people are," 


she said. 


JoAnn also said the mother 


of a young woman named Ann 
Miller, who left with the 
group, had been to see her to 
inquire about her daughter. 


JoAnn said Reubin did not 


mention UFOs after attending 


the meeting Sept. 14. He spoke 
instead of a higher life and 
reincarnation. 


JoAnn said she attended a 


second 
meeting in Eugene, 


Ore., Sept. 16, but was sepa- 
rated out because she did not 
intend to go with them. She 
said that the two persons who 
conducted the Waldport meet- 
ing did not attend that session.

RFK: One Gun Decision 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 


Seven 
of the 
most 
dist- 


inguished firearms experts in 
the United States rendered 
their verdict Monday on the 
theory that a "second gun" 
was fired in the assassination 
of Robert Kennedy: There's 
nothing to it. 


The conclusion submitted to 


a Superior Court judge means 
that Kennedy was shot by 
Sirhan B. Sirhan and no one 
else. 


After five years 
of con- 


troversy and two weeks of 
tests, the panel ended the dis- 
pute with a 23-word statement 
to the court: "There is no 
substantive or demonstrable 
evidence to prove that more 


than one gun was used to fire 
any of the bullets examined." 


The panelists were given the 


two bullets 
removed 
from 


Kennedy and others taken 
from the five wounded bystan- 
ders, and the test bullets fired 
in the original investigation 
seven years ago. The panel 
fired four fresh test slugs from 
Sirhan's pistol, shooting them 
into a water barrel in a jury 
room converted to a laboratory 


" for them. 


The seven panelists, brought 


in from around the nation, 
conducted separate tests and 
were ordered not to discuss the 
case among themselves until 
they had each written a sepa- 
rate report. None found any 


evidence that the bullets re- 
moved 
from 
Kennedy 
and 


those wounded were fired from 
different guns, the report said. 


"The examiners working in- 


dependently arrived at the 
same conclusion," said Robert 
Wenke, presiding judge of the 
Superior Court, who had or- 
dered the tests. 


Wenke opened the panel's 


report Monday, reading its tin- 
dings to a packed courtroom, 
hushed with anticipation. 


The finding is "a tremen- 


dous blow" to Sirhan, serving 
a life term for the assassina- 
tion, said his lawyer, Godfrey 
Isaac, conceding that the pan- 
elists had "effectively put the 
second gun theory to rest."

The couple, described as in 


their 50s, with "hollow looking 
eyes,',' reportedly claimed to 
be millions of years old.

He paid $50 in 
cash, and gave the name of the 
organization as "UFO and the 
Kingdom. "f 


Authorities were skeptical, 


however. 


"I think it is a religious cult 


of some type," said Melvin 
Gibson, a c r i m i n a l in- 
vestigator for the Oregon State 
Police. He said it may take as 
much as two months to clarify 
the mystery. 


Both officers said they felt it 


would be improper to release 
the names of the missing 
because they are not wanted 
for crime and no formal miss- 
ing reports have been liled. 
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
